AT THE recent mooting of the Ameri-
can Poultry association an instructive
paper was read on government lorestry
nbroad, from whioch it appears that
Furopein governments have learned to
take much hotter carvesof thoeir forests
than is practiced by our povernment.
In Switzerland the work of torest reform
was bogun more than a century ago and
has been adhered to with the most satis-
factory vesulls, and the success achioved
ia of peculine interest to America for the
veason that the Swiss were confronted
by our own problem of extending a con-
crote forest polioy over the various states
of a common upion. France stands
with Germany at the head of the nations
na regards thoroughness of forest policy,
though the methous of the two govern-
ments diffor.  The results obtnined,
however, aro equally satisfuctory, Thers
nre muny valuable suggestions in the
practice of  these forelgn  governments,
which is the resull of generations of in-
telligent and careful experiment, which
it would seom might be made applicable
to u forest policy in this country, but the
difieulty is that it scoms nextto im-
possible to arouse congress from its
indifarence to this matier. In the
European countried the preservation of
the forests, or their protection sgainst
reckless destruction, Is n matter of vital

[concern o governments und people, but

it appears impossible to create a like
pentiment on the subject in. the United
Btates. It will undoubtedly be de-
veloped in time, but tho danger Is too
late to accomplish much good. Thisis
one particular in which we can  well al-
ford to learn from Europe.

THE MENACE OF THE DILLIONAIRE.

Thomnas G. Shearman contributesto the
danuary Forwm o brilliant and forcefyl
article on “*The Coming Billlonnlre,."
It is n subject of imely interes), and
throws a wtrong light on one napsct of
the present sacinl movements in Earop
and Amerlen, which alm to give the
muassos of the people a largor share of
the worlds accomulations, nnd dspee
lally of the annual profits of labor and
production.

Mr. Shoarman’s artlcle divides natur
nlly into two parts, in tho first of which
he mnkes [t tolerably clear that another
generstion or two in the path wo are
npw teaveling will certainly bring us w
the age of the billionaire, He presents
sutisfuctory evidence to prove thiat there

are now ot least seventy Amerioan
citatos that  average #55, 000,000,
Reasoning from the fack that soy-

crnl non-speenlative estates—that of the
Astors is the best instance—have in-
crended five-Told in less than forty years,
hie nssorts that those now worth  $200,-
NLOD0 will ronch the billion polat in
anothor 40 yonrs, at the forthest. And
in this estimnte he makes no allowanes
for the vecasionnl opportunitics of ox-
traordinary profit that are somotines
open o mon who ean wield o vast vapi-
tul.  Jay Gould, for instance, isceredited
with a net palo of $30,000,000 in his Insi
compaign of two weeks In Wall streot,
and muny of the smaller fry who fol-
lowed his star are sald to have profited
in the same proportion to their eapital,
M, Shearman counts only on compound
interost and the stoady rise in real os-
tite  vialues to produce his billiopnire
forty yenrs henee,  In the meantime he
expects to see several  half  nnd
many quarter billionaires, Everybody
will agree with the essayist that
the tendency of the time: s to
enormously increase the size of great
fortunes, and that the snme conditions
that have made the Astors from a cor-
ner groceryman, and thoe Vanderbilts
from a steambowt skipper, in less than
one hundred years, will mako thair de-
seendants worth billions in the course of
time, if all conditions remain the same,
But it is when he begins to anilyze the
causes and suggest the remedy that Lis
veaders will diffor with him,

Mr. Shearman is a freo trador. He
rensons from the hy pothesis that all pro-
teetion is taxation, with no bensfits ox-
eept to the rich, The teain of logle by
which he tries to establish the point is
ingenious and misieading.  Io says the
mildle classes and the workingmen
migt  spend nt least three-fourths of
their income for goods that are taxed
by import dutics and that they pay,
therefore, ten times as much for tuxa-
tion as the rich man, who does not
begin to spend  his income for protocted
goods. By this process, according to
the essuyist, therich man's fortune is
steadily rolling up by reason of evasion
of his shnre of taxes and also beenuse he
generally profits, as the owner of mings,
mills, or other protected interests, by
the taxes wrung from the poor man.
This theory is put forwnrd as the sole
explanution of the existence of great
fortunes today, and free teado is offered
ns the only romedy for an evil that
sorfously mennces soclety, Tt is ox-
pected that free trade will make dirvect
taxation inevitehlo, and that in that
golden era the rich man will pny most of
the taxes, while time will grudually
lesson the distancee botween the very rich
and the very poor,

Mr. Shearman lenves outof considern-
tion all the peeuliar causes which have

made millionnires in the lnst 40
years, The Astors, Vanderbills and
Goulds. are the best representatives

of the multi-millionnires inthis country.
The Astor fortune traces buck o the
ownership by John Jacob Astor of im-
mense tracts of land in the very heart of
New York, acquired when the gremtest
city of the new world wus a struggling
village of dublous promise. Thaese prop-
ertics were rapidly inoreased in extont
ag the shrewd Duteh merchant realized
upon - his first purchases, and itis still
the policy of the family to buy elty veal
estale and rent or improve it. In the
case of the Astors, wealth increased not,
as Mr. Shenrman reeions, by *compound
interest at six per cont,” but by strides
of from 100 vo 1,00 per cent. The Van-
derbilts made thelr wmoney largely in
railrond enterprises, and the Goulds hy
daring speculition and the manipulation
of stocks, Is it fair to charge the pro-
tective system, or even the notorious
evasion of just lnxes, with the entire ri-
sponsibility for the existence of these
fortunes? Manifestly the theory is fal-
lncious. Illustrations could bo in-
definitely multiplied to riddle it. "The
Ih».kdullurs, for instunce, became pluto-
ceats from a monopoly in natural oil,
Pullman and Westinghouse from the
exclusive ownership of patents of evtra-
ovdinary value, and all the restfrom
the trade or enormously enhanced wal-
ues vesulling from the rapid develop-
moent of the country, marvelous {nven-
tions, or powerful monopolies,

The existing tavift system errs on the
side of too much protection nnd lnys
sOMme unnecessury  nnd unjust taxes on
the people. But it is not wbulL\- un
evil, and it by no means restricts
its benelits 1o the millionalres.  [Re-
forms are poaded and are bound to come,
Dirvect taxationand n lower tarifl will
doubtless be included. And among
other relorms there will be somo that
will prevent the avolution of more Van-
derbilts, Goulds and Rockefellors from
the unholy svstem of trusts, combines
and reckless spoculutions that now exist,

Noreformer yet vresoribed n single
panacea for all the evils of a complex
civilization. Mr. Snearman has not
done it with hissuggestion of free trade
and direct taxation, but his nrticlg is
provocative of thought, and that is a
great virtue,

INTERESTING SCHOOL STATISTICS.

The census bureau has just issued o
bulletin giving advanced statistics as to
the educationnl conditions in several of
the states, whick, while too fragmentary
to allow of general comparisons or the
approximation of the results to ba shown
in the couutry us a whole, still presents
some interesting facts, One of the siates
whose school statistios are embruced in
the bulletin is Loulsisna, and.it appoars
that in the last len yoars the number ol
pupils enrolled in the public achools has
inoreased over fifty-three per cent,

eight por cont,  This showing dooes not
indiente that the intercst of the people
of New Hampshire in public eduention
bas declined, bub is erathor to biox-
plined by the fact that while the emi-
grition from the state of Americans
whoso children weare thus withdrawn
from the public schools has heen more
CLhan offset by the immigeation of Fronel
Clinnddinns, the  childron of these yery
gonerally  aftend parochial  sehools
Thus, while the populstion has in-
creased, the envollment of puplls inthe
publie schools declined,  The fnet
i instructivens evidenco of the change
which Is going on in the charctor of
the population. The young people go
awny from home lo such  large numbors
that comparatively few marey and seitle
down in thelr native state, Thee places
are tnkon by foreignors. mainly unmare-
ried, whose childrn do not avall them-
selves of our system of public education.

There is an instructive com parison to
be made between the sthonl statistios of
Wisconsin - and  Now Hampshire, as
illsteating the effocot of the differont
forces at work in the two. The popula-
tionof New Hampshive is 816,580, and of
Wisconsin 1,686,550, the proportion be-
ing less than fiveto one in favor of the
latler.  But the number of puplls en-
rolled inNew Hampshita’s publicschools
is only 40518, ngeainst 550,042 in Wisoon-
sin and the Now Engeilind state, widh 22
percent of Wisconsin's population, hns
but 17 porcont of Is publicsehool enroll-
ment. It is to be noted, also, that the
proportion of pavochial sehools to publie
schuools s much larger in the western
state, and probably there is a higher
ratio of children who do not attend
school at alll The inforence must be
that in proportionto population Wiscon-
sin hns o foar hegor number of childmn
than Now Hampshire.  Thead vance sha-
tistios rogarding education indicabe thot
the figures for the whole country will
show that. very greutifying progress hns
beon made during the past fen years.

POLITICS AND THE INDIAN SERVICE.

We print elewhers o communication
from Mr. Herbert Woelsh, corresponding
secretary of the Indinn aghts  associn-
tion, In which he states the position of
the association regurding the principle
that should rule in the appointment of
persons o the Lndinn service., M,
Welsh objects to the *‘home ruale”
policy in selecling agonts, that is, ap-
pointing them ferom the stutes or ter-
ritories in which the reservations ave
loented, onthe ground that it virtually
commils their choice to the local poli-
tiviang  He urges that the politicians
who under this practice may b
enabled to sooure appointments are
not - concorned about the effiviency
of tho servico, or tho welfare of the In
dinns; but simply to pay obligations to
political backers, and that bad rosults
must low [rom such a system, Thore s
unguestionibly o degres of yalidity in
this objection, but it cannot be accoptid
agconnlusive against the **home rule”
poliey of appointments, unless it be wd-
mitted that the policy necessarily in
volves the abdication of all responsibil-
ity by the authorities al Washington,
which is obviously not the ecase, I
would manifestly be unrensonuble to BAY
that qualified persons for the Indian ser-

vice cannot be feund in the stales or
terpitories in which there are ros
arvations, On the <ont vury It g

tho most natural thing to look there for
such persons, regavdless of the pirluciple
roo alzed by both of the political par.
ties, though faithfully observed only by
thy present adwinistrasion, thatnone
but resldents should be appointed to
places in the giftef the lederal govern.
mont. Weshould' expect to find among
the people living in proximity to Ludlans,
and  presumably familiar  with their
churacter and hdbits, persons better
qgualified for thole manngement than
could ba  found 'elsewhers, and wo be-
levo there need be no trouble whatever
from the **home rule ' polioy if the Wash-
inglon suthorities will exercise propor
care in ascertnining the fithess of candi-
datgs. The fact that mistakes have ap-
parently boon made in the caso of one or
two appointments hardly warranls the
concluslon of Mr. Welsh that the policy
he condewns is loherently lnefMcent nnd
wnli.
